Why Not License Them? 

NE result of an effort in progress at Louisville 

to suppress handbooks and poolrooms has 
been to send much of the betting to places in 
Jeffersonville and New Albany, on the Indiana 
side of the Ohio River. Police Judge Brachey, 
new man in office at the Falls City, on January 
17, according to The Louisville Times, “warned 
handbook operators that the minimum fine here- 
after in cases involving charges of maintaining 
rooms where bets on race horses are taken would 
be $50.” This strikes us as an abridgement of 
the Kentucky statutes. The penalty fixed in the 
State law, section 3914, paragraph B-1, is a fine 
of “not les than $1,000, nor more than $5,000” 
and/or imprisonment in the county jail for ‘not 
less than six months, nor more than 12 months” 
for each offense, and each day of operation of 
the betting place is held to constitute a separate 
offense. That law has been in existence for a 
long time, but, if our recollection is _ correct, 
there has been only one handbook operator 
punished under it in the entire State. It has been 
customary for the police and the courts to book 
the comparatively small number of persons ar- 
rested for the offense under charges of common 
gaming, carrying small fines. Not alone in Ken- 
tucky, but throughout America, handbooks and 
poolrooms are in operation every week day in 
the year, and frequently on Sunday. They are 
in existence because the people patronize them. 
The people evidently want them, otherwise they 
would not patronize them, and would insist on 
their being closed. If this is true logic, and if 
it is also true, as charged, that in some places, 
probably the majority of places, tribute is paid 
by the laws’ violators to politicians and/or peace 
officers, why not repeal this paragraph B-1, sec- 
tion 3914, Kentucky statutes, and adopt instead 
a law requiring all persons operating betting 
rooms to pay license to the State? The act 


could further require that all bets made in any 
room in Kentucky on any race run over a track 
in Kentucky be transmitted to the track in time 
to be included in the pool at the track, the room 
operator to receive a percentage of the pari- 


mutuel commission for his service, and the bettor 
to be paid the same as persons at the track are 
paid on winning tickets. There could also be a 
license tax to be paid by tbe General News 
Bureau, or such other poolroom service organiza- 
tion as might exist, fixed on a basis of the num- 
ber of persons served. The State of Kentucky 
has a deficit of approximately $14,000,000, 
against which it has issued warrants. Its Legis- 
lature, now in session at Frankfort, is seeking 
source of revenue with which to pay those war- 
rants and wipe out that deficit. Licensed betting 
in urban places throughout the State would 
assist greatly in the early discharge of the Com- 
monwealth’s indebtedness; the betting would be 
lawfully done, and the system of graft would be 
dissipated. Why not try it the licensed way? It 
is not so radical as it may sound. In England 
“office betting’”’ is permitted. That is somewhat 
after the manner of our handbooks. In France 
there are licensed booths in the cities where pari- 
mutuel wagers are made and paid, the track be- 
ing informed in time to include the sums in the 
pool. The government takes a tax on this. 


Careful Procedure 


N his racing notes of January 12 from Caliente 

to the San Francisco Chronicle, Oscar Otis 
said: 

C. Bruce Head, presiding steward here, declared that 
too many tracks have hurt the Turf in Kentucky. He 


believes that California would be wise to strictly limit 
the number of race tracks in a given area. 


The statement that “too many tracks have hurt 
the Turf in Kentucky” is correct, but it happens 
that those tracks are not located in Kentucky. 
They are in Ohio and Illinois, principally, and 
Maryland, somewhat remotely. The belief that 
“California would be wise’ to “limit the number 
of tracks in a given area,” is well founded. In 
the old days there were three tracks in the San 
Francisco district, and later along came two near 
Los Angeles. Soon none remained in the State. 
Then came the revival at Tanforan, and the long 
fight for a racing law. The California Horse Rac- 
ing Board has been slow to permit the building 
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of other tracks for the reasons that numerous 
promotions invite disaster, and that firm financial 
position and personnel actuated by sportsmanship 
rather than commercialism is required. Califor- 
nia’s H. R. B. has had many bricks thrown at it 
by impatient persons. Those persons have been 
promoters, press agents, politicians with fingers 
itching for prospective pie, real estate men with 
race track sites to sell, and those who could be 
influenced to yelp the howls of the others. But 
the Board has been patiently traveling its course 
toward what we visualize to be security and per- 
manancy in the building and operating of racing 
plants.

Would Carry On 


N the course of a dispatch from Miami to 

Daily Racing Form (Chicago), telling of the 
arrival there of Joseph E. Widener; his presence 
at Tropical Park January 17; his informal talk 
with William V. Dwyer concerning next season’s 
racing dates, and his hopes for betting relief 
through Legislative enactment, the following 
appeared: 


He [Mr. Widener] also pointed out that with no rac- 
ing in New York and the elimination of The Jockey 
Club, it meant no racing anywhere, for without the 
Stud Book, and the registration office, there could be 
no racing. 


We do not believe Mr. Widener intended to say 
just that. We do not believe he wished to convey 
the impression that, if The Jockey Club should 
be disbanded or dissolved, registration of foals 


and publication of the American Stud Book would. 


cease. There would be others to pick up the 
work and carry it on should it be relinquished by 
The Jockey Club. We can furnish The Jockey 
Club with the name of a responsible individual 
who would be interested in taking over the task 
at such time as The Jockey Club is willing to re- 
linquish all rights and title to the Stud Book. 
The torch will be carried, never fear. 


“Legging Up” 

HE largest salt fields of Japan lie in the 

Southern island of Shikoku. Kozo Kusunoki, 
who recently won the marathon race in the Meiji 
Shrine Stadium games at Tokio, setting a new 
record at 2 hours, 31 minutes and 36 seconds, 
hails from those salt fields, where it was his job 
to run over a long beat daily to note the drying 
stages of the salt water. This daily running in 
such footing not only gave Kusunoki wind and 
stamina, but it had the effect also of developing 
the muscles of his legs. It often must have made 
them tired, like those of Kipling’s dog, Dingo, 
which ran through and through the salt fields of 
Australia, but the ultimate result was winning 
condition for this new Japanese marathon title 
holder when he found the firmer and better foot-

NOTES ON NICKS, by Matchem 


No. 9. Sun Flag 


HEN the collection of Thoroughbred brood- 

mares and stallions assembled by the late 
Gifford A. Cochran was disposed of at public 
auction in 1931, the highest price of the sale was 
$15,000, which Richard J. and Patrick A. Nash, 
of Chicago, paid for Sun Flag. In the same sale 
Flying Ebony was disposed of at the bargain 
figure of $2,500. Sun Flag had been under lease 
to the Young Brothers for the season of 1931 and 
had stood at Hinata Farm, but at the end of the 
breeding season he returned to Shandon Farm, 
which had been purchased from the Cochran 
estate by the Messrs. Nash, and he has remained 
there since. 


Sun Flag was bred by Willis Sharpe Kilmer 
and raced throughout his career by Mr. Coch- 
ran. I need not go into detail concerning his 
racing, as the advertisement which appears in 
this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE is sufficient to 
give an idea of his class, both in sprint and in 
distance events. 


He was put in the stud in 1925, when he was 
a 4-year-old, and covered several mares, with 
the result that five of his foals of 1926 were 
registered. This episode might have been omit- 
ted from his career with good profit, as only one 
(Crucero) of the five foals ever won, and his 
winnings included only two races, at three. In 
1926 it was decided to put Sun Flag back in 
training. He was not bred to any mares that 
season. His come-back consisted of two races 
and one win. As usual in such cases, he was not 
able to duplicate the form he had shown in his 
heyday. 

The stud record of Sun Flag may be sum- 
marized briefly. In his first crop (1926) were 
five foals and one winner. In his second crop 


(1928) were 14 foals, not counting one which 
died as a yearling, and nine winners, including 
four stakes winners, Flagstone, Repentance, 


Helianthus and Sunny Lassie. In the third crop 
(1929) were 15 foals and six winners, but nothing 
of stakes class. The foals of 1930 numbered nine, 
leaving out one which died early in her 2-year-old 
season, and up to the end of last year four of 
them had won races. One of these is the stakes 
winner Glorify. The 1931 crop consisted of 14 
individuals, including one registered twin. Five 
of them won at two last year. 


It may be noted that there has been no effort 
to enable Sun Flag to make a reputation by giv- 
ing him a large book. He has not been repre- 
sented by more than 15 foals in any one season, 
and his average for five seasons is 11 foals. In 
all he has had 57 sons and daughters which lived 
long enough to have been afforded the oppor- 
tunity to race. Twenty-five of these, or 44 per 
cent, have been winners. 


Sun Flag’s pedigree follows an often repeated 
pattern, in that it is English on the top side, 
American below. All the names to be found in 
the nearer generations on the lower side are asso- 
ciated exclusively with American breeding. The 
leading names encountered are Hanover, Mannie 
Gray, *Leamington, *Australian, *Bonnie Scot- 
land. Sun Flag’s sire is *Sun Briar, whose near 
ancestors include Sundridge, Springfield, Hermit, 
St. Simon, Bend Or and Ayrshire. .There is no 
name repeated from the top to the bottom side 
of the pedigree in five generations.

*Sun Briar, sire of Sun Flag, is well remem- 
bered as a horse of exceptional speed and class 
and as the sire of such good racers as Sun Beau, 
world’s leading money-winning horse, Pompey, 
winner of the Futurity and second on the list 
of leading sires in 1932, etc., etc. Private Flag, 
Sun Flag’s other parent, did not race, but she 
produced, besides Sun Flag, the stakes winner 
Our Flag, by Cock o’ the Walk, and two other 
winners. Her dam, Privateer, was not a winner, 
but was a producer; when mated with Trap Rock 
she had Pleasant Dreams, which became the dam 
of the good racer Hallucination. The third dam, 
Long Shore, was also a non-winner, but was an 
excellent producer. Sea Shell, the fourth dam, 
won and produced winners, as did her dam, 
Blanche J., by *-\ustralian. The sixth dam, 
Crucifix, by Lexington, was sister to Salina, the 
dam of Salvator. The eighth dam was Levity. 

Considering the content of Sun Flag’s own 
pedigree, with reference to the most important 
bloodlines, it appears that his mates should fur- 
nish crosses of Domino, Ben Brush, Fair Play, 
Isonomy and Hampton. If there is any inbreed- 
ing practiced, it would be preferable to return 
some of the names in *Sun Briar’s half of the 
pedigree, such as St. Simon and Springfield. The 
Bend Or and Hermit crosses also need reinforce- 
ment, as Sun Flag’s percentage of these two 
patriarchs is considerably below that of the 
average good horse. If, however, someone wishes 
to “return to the sire the best blood of his dam,” 
which, generally speaking, is a good rule, I sug- 
gest that the best results may be expected if 
Mannie Gray, the grandam of Hamburg and dam 
of Domino, is credited with being “the best 
blood of his dam.’”’ The Hanover cross in Sun 
Flag’s dam has been returned on several occa- 
sions, but has not resulted in a winner except in 
the case of the plater Dawn Mist, which won 
eight races at four last year. I don’t think that 
a repetition of Sun Flag’s strain of *Meddler 
would increase the chances of getting a good 
horse, but one could hardly say that such in- 
breeding would be downright harmful. 

Daughters or granddaughters of any of the 
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following stallions should nick with Sun Flag:

And best of them all, I suspect, would be Fair 
Play (Hastings—-Bend Or), Sweep (Ben Brush— 
Domino) and *Light Brigade (inbred to Ison- 
omy), or any combination of the three. 

Sun Flag appears to be a pure dominant for 
dark (non-chestnut) coat color. In five crops of 
foals he has not sired a chestnut.

Those who went overboard after paying 6 per 
cent, plus what-have-you, for the privilege of get- 
ting sufficient to cover margins and to protect 
pyramided stock gambling transactions, and 
others who have had to dig and sweat to pay in- 
terest and “carrying charges” on obligations at 
the bank, doubtless will agree with Mr. Hughes 
about the excessiveness of 6 per cent, especially 
when the dollar is a 60 cents (minus) entity, but 
in normal times one would not so regard it. The 
interest matter is one thing and the commission 
on pari-mutuel pools is another. The former car- 
ries over a period of 12 months. The latter is 
often a matter of 12 minutes or less. Take a 
dollar to the races and play it through the after- 
noon’s program of seven races on losing horses. 
Figure the take at 10 per cent and you will find 
that you will have about 54 cents left out of that 
dollar at the end of the day. That means that 
you have paid about 46 cents for the privilege of 
playing that dollar for one afternoon. That’s 


decidedly too much, regardless of the fact that 
the State is getting a big slice of it. It takes en- 
tirely too much OUT of the game, and puts it 
where it WILL NOT COME BACK to help raise, 
train and feed the horses. 


From Clarence E. Lehr: 

I saw some recent articles stating that the National 
Thoroughbred Foundation meeting which was to have 
been held in Washington to do some work in con- 
junction with Mr. Anslinger, had been called off. The 
reason given was that there had been an almost entire 
lack of interest or co-operation on the part of race track 
operators.

being Joseph E. Davis, has strengthened the 
belief Jockey Club tracks will adopt some form 
of starting device for the coming season. Per- 
haps this will be the Bahr gate, such as will be 
employed at Hialeah Park, a lighter model than 
the original. Most horsemen prefer it to the 
Boyle-Lynch gate, which probably will be in- 
spected, as will the walk-up devices now being 
promoted by Col. E. R. Bradley under inventions 
by T. C. Rush of Lexington, and John Whalen 
of New York. 


Trainers’ Attitude 


ORSEMEN who race through the Metro- 

politan season are anxiously awaiting re- 
turns from the Crawford-Herman open betting 
bill, at Albany. Not all, bysany means, are in 
the category agitating for the replacement of 
The Jockey Club by a State Racing Commission. 
One very prominent trainer the other morning 
asserted that he hoped The Jockey Club would 
retain control, saying “Those men have invested 
and are investing in the racing . . . politicians 
only take money out of the game. We know The 
Jockey Club has the best interests of the sport 
at heart.” This doesn’t come from one who 
trains horses for a member of the organization, 
he in fact having met their displeasure, probably 
merited Jong before action was taken. It is The 
Jockey Club’s racing stewards, more than the 
Club, the disgruntled horsemen wish eliminated.

ACK McCORMICK has succeeded Joe Notter 

as trainer of the Lee Rosenberg horses, 
headed by the Agua Caliente Handicap nominee, 
Kerry Patch, which was assigned 120 pounds

Sam Hildreth. Kerry Patch still is at Belmont 
Park and, though the inducement is considerable, 
no decision has been reached concerning his mak- 
ing the long trek to Mexico for the $25,000 event 
run March 18, about two weeks earlier than in 
1933.

Any 
Whitney-bred straight enough to go before buy- 
ers should win. 


McCarty’s Ratings 


HE most recent set of ratings on the 1933 

juveniles to come under the writer’s notice 
is signed by Joe McCarty, Saratoga Springs han- 
dicapper. Mr. McCarty rates Chicstraw at the 
top, 130, and few will take issue with him there. 
Fewer than will want to know how come he 
makes Far Star next with 129, Mata Hari sixth 
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at 125. Also why Black Buddy, Discovery, Ely- 
lee, *Soon Over and Dartle should be ranked 
more highly than Jabot and High Glee. Singing 
Wood, 125, is far superior to Sir Thomas, 110, in 
Mr. McCarty’s line. There wasn’t six pounds dif- 
ference between this pair off their best efforts, in 
the Futurity. They were a crop to give paid han- 
dicappers headaches, however, so much vast dif- 
ference-of-opinion is to be expected.

ERUSING Wise Counsellor’s pedigree, as it 

appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE recently, is a 
source of pleasure, particularly skipping the first 
two generations. It is refreshing to see a pedi- 
gree free of St. Simon, Bend Or and other fancy 
names, and in their places *Leamington, En- 
quirer, Lexington, Planet, War Dance, Onondaga, 
Iroquois, Mannie Himyar, Susan Beane, Maggie 
B. B. and Fanny Washington. A singularly beau- 
tiful pedigree, and a fast horse and proven good 
sire deserving of better opportunities. Mr. Estes’ 
weighing the sire’s worth by percentage of win- 
ners from registered foals is, of course, the most 
practical method of gauging ability. One swal- 
low doesn’t make a summer. A record of any 
advertised sire’s fertility should also be available 
to owners of mares, many of whom in turn could 
be more prompt with fees. Also the stallion 
owner should be protected against the surprising 
percentage of unhealthy mares. Getting back to 
Wise Counsellor, Mr. Estes and Hanover. . . the 
writer, without being at all disputatious, won- 
ders if friend Estes remembers (it wasn’t so 
many years ago) when breeders searched for 
Hanover mares as a source of stamina. They 
certainly did, before the asterisk era.

Lost Cause 


HE quality of winter derby fields is being ele- 

vated at Miami this year if Cavalcade and 
*Soon Over get to the post. This pair is rated 
far higher than the average winter derby hope, a 
high class plater. The juvenile racing at Hialeah 
Park also can be expected to show considerable 
quality of fields, competition and the several 
stakes producing this change, about one-third of 
the Miami horses being 2-year-olds. Conserva- 
tion of juveniles in America looks a lost cause. 
Track managements play into the hands of the 
impatient, commercial type of owner, as how 
many aren’t? The only form of conservation the 
writer sees is that tracks generally are becoming 
safer and less speed conducive. Tracks have 
“form” as well as horses. For instance, when 
Twenty Grand won the Kentucky Derby in 1931 
in 2:0145, Gallant Knight, never a crack sprinter, 
the same afternoon just galloped 614 furlongs in 
world’s record time, 1:1615; Adobe Post ran 5 
furlongs in :59145; Liberty Limited, 5 furlongs in 
75944, and Chimney Sweep, 6 furlongs in 1:113%5, 
all fractions off the track mark. The Downs was 
never so fast. Nor was Arlington before or after 
the day Equipoise, under 128 pounds, galloped 
to a new world’s mile record of 1:34%5, the first 
6 furlongs in 1:0915. The same afternoon, Mis- 
guide ran 51% furlongs in 1:0515; Stock Market, 
6 furlongs in 1:1045; Tred Avon, 7 furlongs in 
1:2235, and Volette 51% furlongs in 1:0445, the 
last two new track records.

MAY HAVE BETTING 


MALCOLM BALDRIGE, of Omaha, has 

e proposed to initiate a constitutional amend- 

ment to legalize pari-mutuel betting in Nebraska. 

At Lincoln last week State Representative W. H. 
O’Gara, Democrat of Laurel, said: 

The people ought to know by experience that you 
can't stop betting. As long as we can’t stop it, why not 
control it in the best way and utilize it for something 
useful? While I don’t bet myself and I never did bet 
on a horse race, it seems to me we had better recognize 
this kind of speculation and turn some of the proceeds 
to the University hospital in Omaha and other state 
charitable institutions. 

President W. H. Schellberg, at the annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Ak-Sar-Ben 
Exposition Co., in Omaha January 16, said that 
the organization had been able to keep its head 
above water financially through a trying period 
last year and met nearly $19,000 interest on 
bonds as the money came dye. He stated how- 
ever, that unless conditions improve there is no 
telling how much longer such a record can be 
maintained. 

The Omaha Bee News comments that horse 
races were the Exposition Company’s chief 
source of income and quotes President Schellberg 
as having expressed the view that the resumption 
of racing at the big Omaha plant is very prob- 
lematical. It is in the hands of a special com- 
mittee, but the president said: “It hasn’t gone 
far enough to make any report. We are trying, 
and that’s about as far as we can go in the mat- 
ter of a statement.” 


MICHIGAN 


TO OPEN MAY 17 


NNOUNCEMENT comes from’ Secretary 
Clarence E. Lehr that the first of three meet- 
ings of 40 days each to be given this year by the 
Detroit Racing Association at the State Fair 
Grounds in Detroit will open Saturday, May 19. 
Dates for the second and third meetings were 
not announced. It has been definitely decided 
that the minimum of added money to purse races 
is to be $800, but the stakes program has not 
been completed. The expectation is that the 
maximum added money to any stake will be

To Sagamore Farm 


T the Sagamore Farm of Alfred Vanderbilt 

in Maryland's Worthington Valley J. H. 
(Bud) Stotler is preparing 21 racers for the 
coming season, chief in interest among them 
being the Derby hope, Discovery. The _ stable 
presents a different aspect from last winter when 
Stotler had the task of patching up a string of 
cripples for William R. Coe, including a then 
Derby hope in Ladysman. This year it appears 
as though the stable had a real chance, as Dis- 
covery looks magnificent. He has gained 105 
pounds now scaling 1150 pounds, and it is not soft 
fat. The son of Display is sound as a bell, and 
if he can overcome his conspicuous love of second 
place will be a classic winner. 


The home-bred Red Wagon, Canter’s best son, 
now weighs 1,218 pounds, and much is expected 
of him also. Dreel, a 3-year-old of some class, 
and a Maryland-bred, too, has been fired and is 
in as good fettle as the others. 

Of the 2-year-olds, Cold Shoulder and Bachelor 
Dinner pleased most, both are very sound, good 
types and appear of stakes calibre. Unfortunate- 
ly Epitaph, a son of *Epinard from Jeanne 
Bowdre, has been lame in the near hind for 
months and does not look like racing this year. 

While at Sagamore I saw five yearlings, the 
first get of the flashy sprinter of a few years 
ago, Balko. If these are any criterion the black 
son of *Omar Khayyam and Rahu is slated for 
a successful stud career. They are a uniform lot, 
notable for their high quarters and straight hind 
legs, and all have their sire’s fine heads. Balko 
himself has let down and developed into a much 
better looking stallion than I had thought likely 
a year ago.

To The Rust Farm 


ICTURESQUELY located on Goose Creek near 

Leesburg in Loudoun County, Virginia, is the 
breeding farm of the Washington realtor, D. N. 
Rust, Jr. Covering about 365 acres of rolling, 
well wooded land, the farm was originally oper- 
ated by Mr. Rust as a dairy farm until a few 
years ago that gentleman became interested in 
Thoroughbred production. .At the head of affairs 
is the coming young sire Time Maker by The 
Porter out of Dream of Allah, by Colin. Com- 
bining the invaluable Domino and Ben Brush 
strains, Time Maker did not have much of a rac- 
ing record but has already sired F. A. Carreaud’s 
fast and game colt Time Supply, a winner last 
year, and in the opinion of many, the best horse 
in Chicstraw’s Walden Handicap, when, to say 
the least, he was the victim of an extremely ill- 
judged ride. This is the only Thoroughbred so 
far by Time Maker to race, but there are several

frequently reiterated to the writer that “Woodie” 
was the best horse he ever trained. A son of the 
Futurity winner Ormondale and out of Wood 
Violet, by Trap Rock, Woodcraft was a fast and 
honest horse and was a favorite for the Preak- 
ness when a gravelled foot laid him low for many 
months. When brought back to the races long 
after his loving trainer had passed on, Wood- 
craft won but had lost much of his class. A 


medium-sized, compact, powerful type, he is ff 


every inch a sire and may eventually return to 
his home farm, that of B. B. Jones. 

Unfortunately we (there were three in our 
party of farm visitors) did not see Mr. Rust but 
were shown around by his capable henchman, 
“Doc” Hardy, and we needed expert guidance to 
find our way among the many barns scattered 
around the landscape. Most of these are adapted 
dairy barns and, while not at all elaborate, are 
fully adequate and comfortable and contain sta- 
bling for near 100 head, though only 70 are oc- 
cupied just now. 

The yearlings, a fair crop, are divided as to 
sex in the fillies’ favor, there being 13 of them 
against 9 colts, and they are universally well 
boned. Among the broodmares we saw some 
choice individuals but were unable to learn much 
of their breeding and names during our brief 
stay. Mr. Rust does not race and expects to 
market his yearling crops when and where con- 
ditions indicate the chances to be most favorable, 
and with this in mind has availed himself of re- 
cent low prices in the mare markets to stock up 
his stud with desirable material. We hope his 
perspicacity will meet its due reward with the 
inevitable upturn of prices for Thoroughbreds.

To Tranquility Farm 


RANQUILITY Farm, well named resting spot 

of the Chicago and Tulsa oil man, H. H. Cross, 
covers 500 acres of good land near Purcellville, 
Va., and is the location of a small but select stud 
of Thoroughbreds. Newly developed and with 
good appointments in the way of fences, roads, 
barns, etc., Tranquility Farm appears destined to 
occupy its niche with the best of the Old Domin- 
ion’s studs. Of the 12 broodmares we saw, Auray, 
by *North Star III, Idle Saint, by *St. Germans, 
Movealong by Whiskalong, and Flower of Erin, 
by the Derby winner *Durbar II, pleased most. 
Six well grown yearlings in excellent condition 
were exhibited with a degree of pride by Manager 
S. O. Graham. Of them a big, upstanding brown 
colt by *Carlaris out of Lady Capulet and 4a 
smaller, well finished, fine chestnut filly by St. 
Henry out of Campus Capers merit the palm. 
Selby Burch in the East and Charley Irby in the 
West have handled the Cross racers and to the 
latter have been sent six head which have been 
freshening up at the farm, among them the good 
mare Miss Purray.

T Berryville we stopped in at Audley Farm, 

B. B. Jones’ well known stud. Here we saw 
a newcomer to the stallion ranks, the brown 
Gallant Knight, as well as his sire, *Bright 
Knight, and St. Henry. There are 34 yearlings 
now at Audley, and my pick is a big, well bal- 
anced, good-moving chestnut colt, which looks 
sure to race, by *Carlaris out of Yeomanette, by 
*Voter. Two other good ones are a bay colt by 
*Bright Knight out of the great mare Princess 
Doreen, by *Spanish Prince II, and another by 
*Carlaris, whose stock is improving constantly, 
which is from *Felina, by Son-in-Law.

Broomstick. This horse has a fine head with a 
grand masculine look, is well ribbed up and is 
exceptionally good in the hocks and hind legs. We 
saw Brooms too at the new four-stall practical 
stallion stable recently completed, and in a near- 
by paddock saw several yearlings, of which my 
pick was the black colt by Brooms out of Devil’s 
Garden, by Colin.

pleasant morning drive landed us at Kent- 

mere, home of the great progenitor *Teddy, 
which was shown us by Mr. Gilpin’s faithful 
stud groom, John Hawkins. The horse is aging, 
as is to be expected, but the old spirit is strong 
as ever, and we were reminded of Rudyard Kip- 
ling, who, too, has lived long enough to see his

To The Clark Farm 


OME few miles from Kentmere we called on 

Capt. Sam Marshall, manager for Robert 
Sterling Clark, of New York, whom we found at 
the new horseshoe-shaped stone stable for hunt- 
ers and a few horses in training. Mr. Clark last 
spring bought some 180 acres of the old Blue 
Ridge Stud from Admiral Cary T. Grayson, and 
on this part of the farm has built his and his 
manager’s homes, while leaving his mares and 


breeding stock with those of Admiral Grayson 
under Bruce Dusenberry’s able hands. A new 
arrival in America seen here is the chestnut stal- 
lion *Rosolio, by Massine out of Roselys, by Fly- 
ing Fox. *Rosolio has a special niche in his 
owner’s feelings, as he carried the Clark colors 
to victory in England on the first occasion they 
were shown there. *Rosolio is a very fine, 
medium-sized horse and looks a good type to 
cross on big, rugged mares. He is quite sound, 
and his best point is his hind leg. 


To Belray Farm 


T Middleburg we saw War Hero, the bay win- 

ner of the Travers, standing at Capt. Ray- 
mond Belmont’s Belray Farm at the reasonable 
fee of $100, at which we hear his book is almost 
full. The son of Man o’ War and Whetstone, by 
Sweep, looks good, and should do well at stud. 
Captain Belmont was at Richmond at the time 
of our visit, but fortunately we were privileged 
to have Mrs. Belmont, herself a clever horse- 
woman, and her daughter, Miss Maddux, a great 
student of bloodlines, as our guides. With due 
honors we met the 24-year-old *Oracle II, once 
almost unbeatable over timber and twice winner 
of the gruelling four miles of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup. 

Leaving Middleburg with a fairly comprehen- 
sive picture of the horses in the Northern Neck 
of Virginia in our minds, we reluctantly turned 
home after three interesting and instructive days.

DOCKETED 
HE cases of some of those who were indicted 
for possessing and transporting narcotics in 
connection with the alleged doping of horses dur- 
ing the past year have been docketed for trial in 
Federal court at Chicago January 25. 


LET’S HAVE IT 
George Herrick, Caliente trackman for The 
Evening Tribune (San Diego), sends this to his 


readers: 

Dr. George Foelschow, official track veterinarian, is 
about to break out with a saliva test that he believes 
will revolutionize the testing for doping of horses. 

So far there hasn’t been a doping test ordered, and 
if you take Foelschow’s word for it, Caliente is devoid 
of this evil. The “Doc” keeps an eagle eye on every 
horse from the time it enters the paddock until it fin- 
ishes the race. 


ILLINOIS 


RACING COMMISSION 

O intimation has been given by Governor 

Henry Horner as to when he will appoint 
the Illinois Racing Commission, nor as to the 
personnel of the Commission. The impression is 
prevalent in racing circles, however, that when 
the Commission is named the membership will 
not be representative of the race tracks, in the 
sense that any will be directly interested in the 
ownership or management of Illinois courses, or 
that they will be influenced except for the general 
good of racing and breeding in the State of 
Ilinois. The supposition is that Governor Horner 
may not make known his appointees until the 
Legislature has completed some of the very im- 
portant work now in hand. At Chicago few if any 
changes in the order of racing dates are expected 
to be made and, the opinion is that the schedule 
will be virtually the same as last year. 
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KENTUCKY 


THOROUGHBRED CLUB 


66] DON’T believe there is any other section of 

the world,” Dr. W. W. Dimock, head of the 
Department of Animal Pathology at the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky, told The Thoroughbred Club 
at its meeting of Saturday, January 20 at the 
Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, “in which breeding 
hygiene with Thoroughbreds is more generally 
or more intelligently practiced than in central 
Kentucky.” 

Dr. Dimock, who has done extensive research 
in the field of preventive medicine, especially 
with horses, has been called to Europe for three 
consecutive years by the British Bloodstock 
Agency to make examinations of mares. He 
gave it as his opinion that Kentucky Thorough- 
bred breeders exercised as much or more care 
against preventable losses of foals and against 
wastage of breeding stock as those in any other 
section. He stated that he found few differences 
in the methods of handling horses as practiced in 
Europe, particularly in England, and Kentucky, 
except as regards breeding hygiene. 

Dr. Dimock discussed the several methods of 
diagnosing pregnancy in mares and of determin- 
ing the causes of barrenness. Alluding briefly to 
recent developments in this phase of veterinary 
work, he promised to go in to more detail in one 
of the addresses for which he is programmed at 
some of the Thoroughbred Club meetings in the 
near future. 

Despite the fact that Kentucky leads in the 
field of protecting the foal before it is born, Dr. 
Dimock said that horsemen here are especially 
weak in its defense after it has been foaled. He 
further said: 

“There is much work yet to be done along this 
line—against infections, parasites, preventable 
diseases, etc. . . Your continued success, and the 
success of this community as a breeding center, 
is going to depend on whether you meet this 
problem. During the first year of a Thorough- 
bred’s life damage can be done which nothing can 
ever overcome. 

“I believe you can double the number of good 
horses if you do everything possible to protect 
your foals. This has been a horse breeding com- 
munity for many years now, and you have to do 
things on your farms that neither your father 
nor your grandfather had to do.” 

Dr. Dimock will also discuss this phase of stock 
breeding more fully in one of his future ad- 
dresses. Neville Dunn, secretary of the club, 
made announcement that in addition to Dr. Di- 
mock’s talks to be heard in the near future, one 
of the programs will be given over to Major E. C. 
Conant. Thomas Piatt, president of the club, 
was unable to be present, as he is still confined 
to the Good Samaritan Hospital, Lexington, after 
a minor operation. 

The Thoroughbred Club’s meeting of last Sat- 
urday was one of the most largely attended ever 
held by the organization. 


LEXINGTON DOUBTFUL 

While no announcement has been made by 
officers of the Kentucky Association, it is begin- 
ning to appear exceedingly doubtful if there will 
be a race meeting in Lexington this spring. 


Judging from gossip and comment in Lexington 
and Central Kentucky, it seems that unless the 
American Turf Association again assumes the 
role of foster, there will be a reorganization of 


the present ownership before another race meet- 
ing is held. Interest on the preferred capitaliza. 7 
tion of $100,000 remains unpaid. There are § 
rumors of a movement on the part of preferred | 
stockholders to seek title to the property. 


SALES AT LEXINGTON 


E. J. Tranter, President of the Fasig-Tipton 7 
Company and owner of the Lexington Sales Pad- 
dock, writing from his winter home at Fort Lau- 
derdale, Fla., to THE BLOOD-HORSE says that, 
inasmuch as J. O. Keene has changed his plans 
about dispersing his Keeneland Stud, as he con- 
templated he would do during the coming Derby 
week, “all thought of a May sale at the Lexing- 
ton Sales Paddock is abandoned, unless some- 
thing else important turns up.” Thus, it appears, 
Mr. Tranter will not have an auction at his Lex- 
ington plant until next autumn. William J. 
Treacy, head of the Kentucky Sales Company, 
informs THE BLOOD-HORSE that he is planning 
two combination sales for Lexington this spring. 
The first will be the week of March 12 to 17 and 
the second the week of April 30 to May 5, Derby 
week.

SHIFTING SCENE

from Tropical Park to Hialeah Park. The 
Gables Racing Association is closing on Wednes- 
day its more than satisfactorily successful meet- 
ing of 22 days and the Miami Jockey Club is 
opening on Thursday a meeting of 45 days, which 
promises to be the most successful at Hialeah 
Park since Mr. Widener and his associates came 
into control of this beautiful racing ground. Mr. 
Widener at the beginning of the week gave a 
statement to the press in which he said: 

Conditions are vastly better and improvement noted 
throughout the country is an indication that we are on 
the road to better times. At Hialeah Park we have 
spared no expense to give the public the finest meeting 
of winter racing it will ever see. The calibre of horses 
is higher and we have listed many important stakes 
that will draw the leading entries from the country’s 
prominent sportsmen and sportswomen. 

John J. Fitz Gerald, correspondent of The 
Morning Telegraph (New York), writing from 
Havana last Monday said, concerning the meet- 
ing at Tropical Park: 

The meeting which comes to a close Wednesday has 
exceeded the fondest expectations of the Gables Racing 
Association, of which William Vincent Dwyer is the 
head. He gambled on an early opening in December 
and is gratified at the marvelous showing his cosy plant 
has made. The attendance and mutuel play has im- 
proved steadily and the success of the meeting was 
assured a week ago. The figures covering Saturday's 
magnificent program are amazing. The handle was 
$173,573, the biggest of the meeting. On the featured 
fifth race, termed the William C. Miller Purse, the pool 
was $32,154, the largest on record, and the daily double 
Saturday was also the largest of the meeting. It 
amounted to $5,910. Exclusive of Saturday’s racing the 
sum total to the State in tax fees was $68,054.92. This 
is also exclusive of the occupational tax. These are 
figures to conjure with, indeed. 

William Dwyer beamed with delight after the big 
holiday card Saturday. From his presidential suite 
atop the clubhouse he waxed enthusiastic and made 
merry with his associates like a happy youngster out 
on his first picnic spree. 

On Monday of this week the pari-mutuel turn- 
over at Tropical Park was $151,332, one of the 
largest days of the meeting. 


*WINOOKA 


The prospects of an appearance of the Aus- 
tralian sprinter, *Winooka, in a race at Hialeah 
Park on March 17, or any other date this year, 
are nil, according to information coming to THE 
BLOOD-HORSE. During the past week Rufe Nay- 
lor, manager of *Winooka, cabled from Sydney 
to Racing Secretary Charles McLennan, of Hia- 
leah Park, his terms for a special sweepstakes to 
be run on March 17, the last day of the meeting. 
Mr. Naylor proposed that the Miami Jockey Club 
add $5,000 to a sweepstakes requiring a payment 
of $500 or less from starters, the distance to be 
seven furlongs, weight for age and Mrs. John R. 
Bosley’s Chase Me to be a starter. 

This was made public at Miami on January 19. 
On the same date there came to THE BLOop- 
HORSE a letter from Virginia conveying the in- 
telligence that *Winooka, now at Audley Farm, 
is out of training, about 75 pounds light, on a 
strictly hay diet; that he had become slightly 
foundered in front from gluttonously eating his 
bedding; that he had been blistered on the near 
hind ankle and that the right hind leg was 
stocked nearly to the hock. The letter further 
stated that the hay diet had been on orders from 
Trainer Mick Polson to Groom Hughie Sullivan.

JEFFERSON PARK CLOSES 

NCLUDING the Sundays, when a certain pro- 

portion of the proceeds went to charities in 
New Orleans and vicinity, there were 51 days of 
racing at Jefferson Park, ending last Sunday. 
The Cincinnati Enquirer’s New Orleans corre- 
spondent commented that “everyone breathed a 
sigh of relief,” and he went on to say that many 
a horseman was heard to remark during the 
meeting that “the approximate odds board on 
the post betting at Jefferson truly was a ‘ouija 
board.’”” Well, that’s about the sort of thing 
one has heard at the wind-up of the last several 
meetings at the Shrewsbury plant, so there is 
nothing surprising about it. The necessity for 
such meetings has been need for occupation for 
men and horses of the types and grades gathered 
there, but with new fields opening, and the pros- 
pect of better offerings for winter racing in the 
coming years, the picture at New Orleans will be 
changed. Whether or not the meeting closed “in 
the red” or “in the black’ probably will not be 
disclosed, but, even so, it matters little to any 
except Messrs. Cattarinich and Eddy. The others 
have been paid, as usual, but nobody appears to 
be applauding, even that, which is commendable. 


TATANNE’S JEFFERSON DERBY 

The third running of the Jefferson Derby 
($2,500 added, 1 1-16 miles, 3-year-olds) was the 
feature of the fiftieth day of the Jefferson Parish 
Association’s meeting at Jefferson Park January 
20. There were 11 starters for the contest over 
a heavy track and the victor was the 7 to 10 
favorite Tatanne, property of Mrs. J. P. Zoeller 
and ridden at 121 pounds by P. Pétrello. This 
constituted the sixth successive victory for this 
daughter of St. James, trained by John Zoeller. 
Though she carried top weight she won quite 
easily and was well in hand at the finish after 
having been restrained in the earlier portions of 
the race. Her margin at the end was a length 
and a half better than Palmdale Stable’s South- 
land Duke (106), which put up a good perform- 
ance weakening, however, when challenged. E. 
K. Bryson’s Pharatime (115) finished third six 
lengths behind Southland Duke and Shandon 
Farm Stable, which was victorious in this event 
last year with At Top, got fourth money with 
Rishi (115). Other runners were Enigmatic 
(107), Brustigert (115), Almadel Jr. (110), 
Charming Sir (115), Flowery (110), Fabulous 
(115), Morning Cry (110), finishing in the order 
named.

FAIR GROUNDS 

The Crescent City Jockey Club is beginning 
its race meeting of 46 days at the Fair Grounds 
on Wednesday, January 24 with the Inaugural 
Handicap, $1,000 added, six furlongs, as_ the 
feature number of its card. Judge Joseph A. 
Murphy announced that the betting ring in the 
clubhouse would be open and declared, in 
response to rumors of a syndicate ring: “Rather 
than tolerate such a thing, that end of the book- 
making will be abandoned entirely.” It was ex- 
pected that there would be 10 or 12 oralizers in 
the clubhouse ring and it was stated that no 
wager for less than $2 would be accepted. Club- 
house admission is 75 cents per person. Grand- 
stand admission is 50 cents, infield admission 15 
cent. No badges are issued except to members of 
the press, horse owners, trainers, jockeys and 
other actively engaged in operation of the meet- 
ing. Officials are (same as last year): Joseph 
A. Murphy, presiding steward; John B. Camp- 
bell, racing secretary; H. P. Conkling, S. S. 
Brown and John Carey, placing judges; Roy 
Dickerson, starter. Messrs. Campbell and Conk- 
ling are also stewards. The Bahr stalls will be 
used. 


MEXICO 


CALIENTE 

ORD goes out from Agua Caliente that the 

meeting at the “hot water” track is out 
of the red and into the black, quite in contrast 
with the situation last winter. The open betting 
ring is being given credit for much of this good 
fortune, and the officials are said to be about on 
the verge of abandonment of the pari-mutuels. 
There has been nothing particularly brilliant 
about the racing, but it appears to be satisfying 
an improving attendance. C. Bruce Head, pre- 
siding steward, and his associates in the stand 
have a bunch of foul-riding boys to deal with. 
They have punished a number of them with 
suspensions of five days. They doubtless would 
ground them for longer periods were it not for 
the fact that this would decrease the available 
riders to a few. It was suggested in one of the 
California newspapers that “if this keeps up, 
exercise boys may be riding the races.’’ Exercise 
boys could hardly be as unmindful of the rules 
as are numbers of the youngsters now licensed 
to ride.

TANFORAN 

UMORS are afloat to the effect that a new 

leasing arrangement for Tanforan by J. W. 
Marchbank, principal stockholder, is about to be 
made. The name of Joseph Cattarinich, of Mon- 
treal, Quebec, who is the leading figure in Jef- 
ferson Park, New Orleans; Fairmount Park, Col- 
linsville, Ill.; Exposition Park, Aurora, Ill.; Bain- 
bridge Park, Geauga Lake, Ohio; and in the meet- 
ings which are annually conducted at Blue Bon- 
nets and other tracks at Montreal, is mentioned 
in this connection. W. P. Kyne is also spoken of 
as a prospective lessee. He and Peter B. Kyne 
and their associates were recently granted a 
permit to build a track at San Mateo. Tanforan 
is also located in San Mateo County. At Caliente 
last Saturday, Mr. Kyne said that he would not 
be averse to leasing Tanforan if he could have 
it at a satisfactory price and under approval of 
the California Horse Racing Board. 


LOS ANGELES TURF CLUB 

Articles incorporating the Los Angeles Turf 
Club for $1,000,000 were filed at Sacramento, 
Calif., January 16. Directors include Hal Roach 
and Nelson A. Howard, both of Los Angeles; 
Leigh M. Battson, Beverly Hills; Charles H. 
Strub and Felix S. McGinnis, both of San Fran- 
cisco. The articles permit the construction and 
operation of a track for horse races at Arcadia. 
The Los Angeles Turf Club was recently granted 
a permit by the California Horse Racing Board. 
At a meeting of the Arcadia City Council last 
week, 210 acres of Santa Anita Ranch were 
changed from residential to industrial zone to 
permit establishment of the Los Angeles Turf 
Club’s track. At the same time the council 
“buried the ghost” of a former track project by 
the Los Angeles Jockey Club, which was never 
completed. The 207-acre site of the track, in 
another part of the ranch, was transferred back 
to residential zone. No protests were made, in 
contrast to the opposition when the original race 
track zoning was voted. 


A PLEA FOR CALIENTE 

Tom Akers, former Lexingtonian, Sports Edi- 
tor of The Evening Tribune (San Diego), back 
on the job after an illness, tells the California 
Horse Racing Board that “climatic eonditions in 
the vicinity of Los Angeles” are not conducive to 
successful operation of a race track in January; 
says that San Diegans “stand ready to testify to 
the Board that their community benefits mate- 
rially from racing at Caliente”; asserts that 
“California owes a considerable debt of gratitude 
to Baja California sportsmen for keeping alive 
the interest of the public in horse racing through 
the years when the sport of kings was forbidden 
in California,” and concludes with an appeal that 
the Board “weigh these facts carefully when they 
actually are confronted with the task of assign- 
ing racing dates to the Los Angeles Turf Club.” 


JUMPING DATES 

At the annual meeting of the Pacific Coast 
Steeplechase and Racing Association, which was 
held at Los Angeles, December 17, Secretary- 
Treasurer E. Allen Russell, Jr., advises THE 
BLOOD-HORSE racing dates were approved for 
three cross country meetings in California, as 
follows: Del Monte, March 18; Pasatiempo Coun- 
try Club, Santa Cruz, April 8, and Menlo Park 
Steeplechase and Racing Association (to be run 


over the Pasatiempo course, through the courtesy 
of Miss Marion Hollins), April 22. Mr. Russell 
writes: 

Since racing has been legalized in California, we are 
all very enthusiastic over the prospects of better 
steeplechasing, as horse interest seems to be coming 
along every day and steeplechasing, we feel, surely wil] 
be a part of the program at all our new racing plants 
that are to be built in the state, so we are all quite 
optimistic. We do not contemplate having any Eastern 
horses race with us this year, however, we know of 
quite a number here locally now getting ready. 


KYNE SIGNS LEASE 


The California Jockey Club on January 17 
signed a lease from the California Air Terminals 
Company for 120 acres of Varney Field land for 
the construction of Bay Meadows track at the 
South limits of the City of San Mateo. General 
Manager William P. Kyne announced that an en- 
gineer has been appointed to lay out the track 
and a landscaper has been instructed to plan 
planting and beautifying the property. Grading 
is to begin March 15 and the expectation is that 
it will be completed in 30 days. Plans and speci- 
fications for grandstand, clubhouse, stables and 
other buildings are now being prepared. It is 
intended to start construction June 1 and finish 
it by September 20. 


LET’S AWAIT THE RACE 


Webb Everett, a young racing secretary, has 
done his first job at major handicapping, and the 
publicity department at Caliente is telling how 
good the horsemen there think his effort may 
prove. Let’s wait and see the finish of the Agua 
Caliente Handicap on March 18 before deciding 
about the brand of his work. If it is a good 
race, with a close finish, and the others well 
bunched, the young man will be entitled to 
applause. 


RAIN MADE CHANGE 


W. T. (Fatty) Anderson had not intended to 
ship from Houston. He had intended to winter 
there, but when it began to rain he asked a wise 
old Texan just about how long it would keep up. 
The answer he got was “about six weeks.” Next 
morning the Anderson horses were on their way 
to Caliente. “Why stay six weeks in the rain 
and mud with little or no chance to exercise 
when Caliente affords sunshine and action— 
above all, action—-during those six weeks?’ the 
quick-witted Mr. Anderson asked himself. 


PUBLIC CONFIDENCE 


Bill Henry, sports commentator for the Los 
Angeles Times, isn’t horse-minded and seems to 
glory somewhat in that fact on certain occasions, 
but now and then he says something with a 
punch in it. In the course of a column about 
the prospective return of horse racing to Arcadia 
next January, he said: 


As long as we're going to have horse racing, we'd 
like to see a few quadrupeds that aren’t playing hook 
from a milk route. . . A little racing that’s fealiy hig 
class will be fine—we'd be better off with no racing at 
all rather than have this cheap scrambling by a lot of 
old skates one jump away from the glue 
there is one thing that horse racing needs in order to 
exist, it’s the confidence of the public. That’s hard 
to get. The California racing board members are in- 
terested in permanent racing—not just in any old kind 
of racing so long as it’s soon. They're sincere. I don’t 
know whether or not it is —- to build public con- 
— in racing—but the board is giving it an honest 
ry.

NEW YORK 

At Albany January 15, Assemblyman William 
Breitenbach, Democrat, of Kings County, ex- 
pressed himself as being in favor of the passage 
of both the Crawford-Breitenbach bill and the 
pari-mutuel bill introduced by Senator George 
Blumberg, Republican, of Kings County.

SAME OVER HERE 


HE following, quite pertinent to the present 

situation in America, is clipped from Men- 
tor’s notes in The New Zealand Referee (Well- 
ington) : 

Recent returns from the totalisator indicate that the 
sport of racing is again holding its own after a period 
of depression, during which many clubs drifted to the 
verge of bankruptcy. The recovery has not been gen- 
eral, and some of the smaller clubs are still in dire 
financial straits. It has been suggested in these columns 
that the clubs should endeavor to make their programs 
more interesting. That is a sound suggestion, and one 
method of doing so readily occurs to mind: That is for 
clubs to cater for distance racing, both for hacks and 
open horses. The adopton of an increased number. of 
distance races would serve the two-fold purpose of im- 
proving the standard of our bloodstock and of providing 
the racegoing public with more attractive entertainment. 

Mentor points out that among the selling 
platers “there may be many potential stayers 
that are debarred by their failures in sprints 
from ever getting a real opportunity.” Mentor 
offers the suggestion that no race for platers 
“be of lesser distance than seven furlongs, with 
a much bigger proportion of them extending to 
a mile and a quarter.’ He offers the further 
suggestion that the “principal handicap on all 
days at all meetings be not less than a mile and 
a quarter,” and that each leading racing club 
should “strive to put on a two miles handicap 
with a general extension in distance of all their 
chief handicaps.” 


Mr. A. C. Bostwick, who arrived from America 
last week, saw his smart horse Story of Eden 
capture the Fry Handicap Hurdle., 

Mr. Bostwick informs me that though the pas- 
sage was rough his horse Mate stood the journey 
well, and landed in good trim. 

When he gets fit from riding work at Wrough- 
ton, Mr. Bostwick will have some mounts in pub- 
lic. His brother “Pete” will not arrive in Eng- 
land until the end of next month. 

It was a judicious purchase which Mr. A. C. 
Bostwick made when securing Story of Eden pri- 
vately from Sir Robert McAlpine. 

I believe he paid a good price for the son of 
Pommern, something in the neighborhood of 
2,000 guineas. The 6-year-old is proving to be 
worth every penny of the outlay. 

He broke a time record for the Newbury course 
in his previous race, and yesterday defeated Song 
of Essex very readily.—Meyrick Good in The 
Sporting Life (London), December 27. 


*CHENANGO WINS TWO MORE 

*Chenango, G. H. (Pete) Bostwick’s candidate 
for the Grand National Steeplechase, which was 
sent back to England from this country last fall, 
scored his second successive victory in England 
on January 17 when he won the Richmond hurdle 
event, two miles, at Hurst Park. *Chenango had 
a winning margin of three lengths, with Cold 
Stream second. F. Ambrose Clark’s On Post 
(American), son of On Watch and winner of the 
Walden Handicap, was among the 11 others 
competing. On Saturday last, January 20, 
*Chenango scored his third straight victory. At 
odds of 7 to 2, he defeated 13 good horses. 


STODDARD RIDES WELL 

In the Mortlake Hurdle Handicap at Hurst 
Park, England, January 18, Louis E. Stoddard, 
Jr., staged his return to the saddle by riding G. 


H. (Pete) Bostwick’s Blue Mirage to victory. 
Young Stoddard, who is son of the Chairman of 
the United States Polo Association, had not been 
in colors since his injury at Belmont Park while 
schooling one of his horses over the jumps last 
May. English Turfmen were very praiseful of 
the skill he displayed in getting Blue Mirage 
home ahead of Mrs. Broomfield’s Jonathan But- 
tall at the good odds of 7 to 1. Young Stoddard 
expects to remain in England until April, but 
does not contemplate riding in the Grand Na- 
tional Steeplechase. 


JUMPER DROPS DEAD 

Kilcash Hill, candidate for the Grand National 
Steeplechase, one of the choices for that trying 
event to be decided at Liverpool, England, March 
23, dropped dead after an exercise gallop at Wey- 
hill, January 17. Kilcash Hill, property of Lady 
Helen McCalmont, was an 8-year-old brown geld- 
ing by Kilcash—Mockler’s Hill, by Popoff. He 
won three of his five starts last year and was 
second in one. ’ 


EASY FOR LORD BYRON 

At odds of about 8 to 1, S. J. Unzue’s Lord 
Byron, 4-year-old colt by Biribi—Justice II, won 
the Grand Prix de Nice at Nice, France, last 
Sunday in hollow fashion. At the finish of the 
4,400 meters his margin over Simon Guttman’s 
St. Briac was 15 lengths. C. Perrin’s Dark Mar- 
tel was third. The race was worth approximate- 
ly $18,720 gross. 


FAMILY AFFAIR 

Sir Crispin, owned by G. H. (Pete) Bostwick, 
was ridden to victory in the opening race at New- 
bury, England, January 18, by A. C. (Brother) 
Bostwick. It was a hurdle event of two miles in 
which George Duller’s Nosiamas was_ second. 
There were 12 starters and the winner paid 3 to 1. 


KELLSBORO’ JACK 

Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s 1933 Grand National 
Steeplechase winner Kellsboro’ Jack continues 
his triumphant ways. At Newbury, England, 
January 20, he narrowly defeated Capt. O. N. 
Brownhill’s Drintyre. The distance was three 
miles. 


FOREIGN NOTES 

Mrs. G. H. Drummond, well known in England 
as an owner and breeder of race horses, died last 
month. 

Joe Childs is the nestor of English jockeys. He 
won the Manchester Cup on Rambling Kate 32 
years ago. 

The one challenger from France for the Lin- 
colnshire Handicap is Pierre Wertheimer’s Quartz 
II, by *Epinard. 

L. Pearson, 55, English trainer, whose horses 
were quartered at Paradise Row stables, near 
the Chester race course, died December 14, after 
a brief illness. 

The Wye race course and a farm, of which the 
race course forms a part, about 200 acres in all, 
is to be sold at public auction in January at 
Ashford, England. 

Mankato and Lieut.-Col. P. E. Ricketts are 
among the English authorities who doubt the 
ability of the unbeaten Colombo to go the Derby 
distance, 114 miles. 

Graham Norris, 28, a successful amateur rider 
in England, died last month as the result of in- 
juries sustained in a fall in a steeplechase race at 
Birmingham November 28. 
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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


SIRES OF DAMS OF WINNERS DURING THE YEAR 1933 


ROOMSTICK heads the list of broodmare 

sires for 1933, as he did also in 1932. Though 
the veteran son of Ben Brush—*Elf, by Galliard, 
had been third in 1931 (the year of his death), 
and also in 1930, and had been second in 1929, 
he had never until 1932 reached the top of this 
list of illustrious progenitors. As is quite well 
known, Broomstick was purchased by the late 
Harry Payne Whitney when the stud of the late 
Capt. S. S. Brown was dispersed, and he had 
thereafter divided his time between Mr. Whit- 
ney’s New Jersey and Kentucky establishments. 
He died at the Kentucky farm and there now 
stands a monument at his grave. 

Man o’ War comes in to the list of 20 leading 
broodmare sires for the first time in his very dis- 
tinguished career and takes second place, a notch 
ahead of his daddy, Fair Play, which in 1932 was 
eighth on the list. Sweep, which in 1932 was 
seventh, was last year fourth and *Polymelian 
dropped from fourth to fifth. *Wrack is eighth, 
whereas in the previous year he was ninth. Black 
Toney comes in to the charmed circle and occu- 
pies ninth place, while *Star Shoot, for so many 
years the leader, drops from second to tenth 
place. *Omar Khayyam moves up from eigh- 
teenth to eleventh and Ultimus from fifteenth to 
twelfth. Sardanapale, *Huon, Whisk Broom II, 
Trap Rock, Uncle and King James were not in 
the first 20 in 1932. Peter Pan, fifth in 1932 did 
not reach the 20 last year. His son, Pennant, 
however, stays in, dropping from twelfth to eigh- 
teenth. *North Star III, *Meddler, Sir Martin, 
Colin, Celt, *Ambassador IV and the English sire 
Lonawand are others of the 1932 list which are 
out of the 20 of last year. *Omar Khayyam 
moved up from eighteenth to eleventh. The ma- 
jority of the sires in the first 20 for 1933 are 
dead.

GOOD PROPERTY 


Under this caption The Louisville Times of 
January 17 had the following to say of Kentucky 
land devoted to the production of Thoroughbred 
horses: 


The: State Racing Commission’s report, stating that 
Kentucky land devoted to production of Thoroughbred 
horses is held at $200 an acre under present conditions, 
calls attention to the singularly sound investment which 
land in the Thoroughbred belt has, for generations, 
constituted. 

It was said a half-century ago that land in the Blue 
Grass sometimes advanced and sometimes did not ad- 
vance, but that its value never receded. 

That was not true, strictly speaking, at that time, 
and a great deal of land made up of Blue Grass farms 
devoted partly to tobacco production, and depending 
upon tobacco, fluctuated violently between 1914 and 
1928, the last year of peak prices for securities. 

But farms equipped for production of Thoroughbreds 
and situated where horses are raised have suffered less 
depreciation, no doubt, than so-called giltedge securi- 
ties since 1928. 

This is due partly, of course, to the fact that horses 
are raised in Kentucky by many persons who are not 
dependent upon the earnings of their horses, or com- 
pelled to buy land with regard to its probable net 
annual returns. 

Of course, the 74,515 acres mentioned by the ee | 
Commission is a small part of a State whose tot 
area is more than 40,000 square miles. 

Buildings and fences and other improvements on 4 
well-equipped horse farm in the vicinity of Lexington 
represent, in many cases, more than the value of the 
land at $200 an acre, but in that respect horse farms 
are like other farms.
